Forty-two 
leading 
cities 
of 
Southern California have adopted 
the model traffic ordinance spon- 
oored by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California In this sec­ 
tion. and tho California State Au­ 
tomobile association in the north. 
It Is believed that this general 
adoption of tho standardized dem­ 
onstration of traffic rules Is bring­ 
ing this section Into the lead in 
the United States. 
Visiting 
motoriste 
particularly 
will appreciate the uniformity of 
the laws. sine* nothing ie so dis­ 
agreeable to the motor traveler as 
to be tagged In a strange city for 
doing something that he was per­ 
fectly free to do In an adjoining 
town. 
While the uniform traffic 
ordinance is designed to prevent 
such occurrences, it is primarily 
an effort to make vehicular traf­ 
fic safer and more efficient for 
both drivers and pedestrians. 
Struggle for uniformity in traf­ 
fic rules is going on throughout 
the country. 
An ordinance mod­ 
eled largely along the lines of the 
California municipal ordinance re­ 
cently has been completed by a 
committee of the Hoover confer­ 
ence on street and highway saf­ 
ety. 
This committee ta charged 
With th# duty of fostering the 
uniform traffic ordinance move­ 
ment throughout the nation. With­ 
in the next few months the model 
enactment will be submitted to all 
cities of the country and it is 
expected that many of them will 
promptly adopt it. 
It is pointed out that the uni­ 
form traffic code for states which 
also grew out of the Hoover con­ 
ference when presented last year 
already had been accepted and is 
now In effect in 12 states. 
The 
amendments made to the Califor­ 
nia Motor Vehicle act in the last 
legislative session were designed 
to bring this state law into close 
harmony with the uniform code 
for other states of the nation. 
It 
Ie believed that the country now 
is well on the way toward ob­ 
taining not only uniform traffic 
laws for the states but also uni­ 
form ordinances for the cities.

How shall I make my aerial? 
This quesHcn is heard often in 
the ra -io service department and 
Is one which should be carefully 
considered. 
A radio depends on 
Its antenna system to pick up the 
signals from 
the broadcast sta­ 
tions and the more efficient the 
antenna, the better the results ob­ 
tained. 
It has been shown by experi­ 
ment th a t the radio energy is a 
high frequency skin current which 
travels on the surface of the wire. 
I 
would 
recommend, 
for 
most 
purposes, a stranded or braided 
oopper wire, which is enameled to 
prevent any action on the wire by 
the elem ents. 
There Is no set rule for the 
length of the aerial, as it will 
vary as to the set used, the dis­ 
tance from the local stations and 
the results one desires from the 
s e t 
W e find for Santa Ana that 
lf fe e t including the lead-in is 
about th e best length. 
The aerial we see most is the 
Inverted 
"L” type supported by 
two poles and I find it as good, 
lf not better, than any other flat 
top aerial. Signals will be best 
received 
in 
the 
direction 
from : 
which th e lead-in- is taken. That j 
Is, lf the wire is running east and 
■psst, 
w ith 
the 
lead-in 
towards 
the east, the owner will have a 
better 
chance 
to 
play 
eastern 
stations.

say light or telephone wires, as 
they will absorb energy from the 
aerial and give in return an as­ 
sortm ent of hums and noises.
